Prysock is final 
suspect in death 
of 36-year-old

The two-month-old puzzle to the mur- 
der of Marvin Yarbrough is now.close to 
being solved, police believe. As one 
homicide suspect was scheduled for a 
probable cause hearing, another was 
killed, and the third suspect, Andre 
Prysock turned himself over to police 
Monday. ; 

Prysock, 23, of 3069 N. Cassidy Ave., 
walked into Columbus: Police Head- 
quarters with his attorney and stated that 
he was wanted for the 21st homicide of 
this year. Prysock had been on Colum- 
bus Most Wanted list 

Prysock was wanted for the murder of 
Yarbrough, 36, of 524 Mt. Calvary Ave., 
who-was-shot-in-the upper body-at-the 
rear of 851 W. Mound Street on March, 
16. When police ‘arrived moments after 
the 1:30 a.m. shooting, they found 
Yarbrough face-down on the ground. He 
was pronounced dead at the scene. The 
Yarbrough family could not be reached 
for comment 

On April 27, David D, Roberts, Jr., was 
shot and killed bya S.W.A.T. officer at a 
Greenbrier Apartment. He was the 
second wanted felon in the Yarbrough 
case. Roberts, of 1860 Crestwood Ave.,

When Kwazell’s uncle returned 
home, Kwazell told him about the 
incident and he reportedly went 
into a violent rage, Neal, 24, beat 
and kitked Wright in the face, head 
and body 

Wright was taken to Park Medi- 
cal Center and was listed in critical 
condition, Neal was charged with 
aggravated assault upon arrest 
After Wright expired at 7:41 a.m: 
on Monday morning, the ag- 
gravated assault charge against \; 
Neal was changed to murder 

Wright had been known in the 
neighborhood as "Mr. Ed" and was 
apparently well-liked by neighbors 
Kwazell said Wright had never at 
tempted to molest him prior to the 
incident 

Family members of Wright con 
tend it wasn't in his nature to try to 
molest a child 

"That's not true," said Dixie 
Parker, Wright's sister. when 
asked. if she believed her brother 
sexually propositioned Kwazell 
"He had 14 children and 28 
grandchildren. He was crippled 
and almost blind," 

Parker did confirm, however 
that Wright had a drinking problem 
But she said his drinking, never 
caused to act in an inappropriate

This is unfair 

‘Support by many for Jones appointment should not 
be®a reflection on the character or qualifications of 
Oliver, who is certainly qualified to serve as a judge His 
experience with the federal judicial system, as a former 
assistant U.S. Attorney, will be undoubtedly beneficial 
in Ms service as a federal judge, if he is nominated as 
expected by President Clinton 5. 

Nor should it be assumed that the senators were 
under an. obligation to select for appointment the one 
candidate which was mot strongly backed by 
Cleveland's Black political leadership. Under the his- 
toric system of making federal judicial appointments, in 
which the president defers to the senators of his qwn 
party for recommendations, Senators Glenn and Met- 
zenbaum unquestionably have the right, in evaluating 
the relative tredentials of the individual candidates, to 
recommend those they feel will perform admirably on , 
the federal courts. 

However, we believe the process by which the 
state's senators have made a number of recommenda- 
tions Nas been tlawed,-and reflects poorly-on the effort 
to ensure that the interests and concerns of all the 
State's citizens is met 


OHIO’S BLACK NEWSPAPER 
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In making the recommendations for federal appoint- 
ments -- and there are a number of federal appoint- 
ments which will be made, including the two U.S. 
Attorneys’ posts, two federal marshall's posts and 
several U.S. magistrates -- Black elected officials have 
complained that they have had no involvement in the 
process. While there has been dispute on that subject 
-- and there is also.no formal mandate.for it to occur -- 
it is clear that the absence of such inclusion has 
resulted in the firestorm of-criticism which the senators 
have received. 

The issue is deeper than the appointment of one 
person. One of the values of consultation is that it 
\dentifies those potential candidates who may. have 
shown a lack of sensitivity to the interests and needs 
of key groups. It allows critical issues which are ger- 
mane to the appointment -- such as the potential 
nominee's commitment to issues such as equal justice 
and fairness -- to be addressed. 

it also ensures that the selection of candidates is not 
based on the personal concerns of any of the senators, 
Already, there has been concern raised in a number of 
circles that at least one of the recommended can- 
didates, Cuyahoga Common Pleas Court Judge Linda 
Rocker, was involved in a reception hosted by her 
husband on behalf of the potential senate candidacy of 
Metzenbaum’'s son-in-law, Joel Hyatt. 

Solomon Oliver should not be the subject of attacks 
because of his potential federal judicial appointment. 
At the same time, the fact that a Black candidate was 
selected should not obscure the meaningful questions 
which many have asked about a selection process 
which may not have worked as it should.

epublican State Representative Robert Netzley 
(R-43, Laura, Ohio) has proposed legislation that 
would drastically change the current Aid for 
Dependent Children (ADC) program, The draconian 


measures that the legislation proposes, however, render 
it unacceptable. 


It is easy to get caught up in the sentiment that the 
hard working taxpayers should not foot the bill for 
irresponsible mothers who continue to have children for 
whom they cannot provide and fathers who shirk their 
parental responsibilities 

Representative Netzley and his followers seem to 
prey on this sentiment in proposing legisiation that is a 

Trojan horse’, Mothers will be required to identify the 
fathers of children before benefits can be obtained, and 
will not be able to obtain additional berefits if they have 
additional children. And, if they have additional 
children, they cannot retain custody unless they pass 
& “parenting” course 

Fathers of children receiving ADC benefits would 
face either 1) paying child support, 2) Having a vasec- 
tomy (and receiving $1,000), (3) spending two years in 


jail or 4) doing community service. Mothers would also 
be tempted with cash bonuses to have tubal ligations 
or to use implanted contraceptives. 

Something must be done to stop the spiralling costs 
of welfare, to educate mothers who find themselves 
requiring assistance and to make fathers who don't 
support their children accountable. This plan, however, 
is dangerous and unacceptable. 

Not only does the proposal prey upon stereotypes 
and prejudices, it also cheapens the value of human 
life and freedom of choice by tempting cash-poor, vul- 
nerable citizens with cash rewards to have irreversible 
surgical procedures performed on themselves. 

In this uncertain economy, marked by the sudden 

reversals of fortune" that occur, anyone could become 

jobless, homeless, on welfare, unemployment or Aid to 
Dependent Children at any given time, We are sure 
that Rep. Netzley and his backers would find this 
legislation totally unacceptable if their wives or 
daughtersfound themselves subjected to some of its 
provisions.

Black inmates have 
consistently complained of racial insensitivity by many 
guards, and the world behind the walls is filled with 
members of hate groups such as the White Aryan 
Resistance and the “Identity” movement -- hate groups 
which, it has been charged, even include among their 
members some guards 

In such a tense and explosive environment, this is 
no time to begin to water down the committee's role in 
providing the legislators with independent information 
es hy the concerns behind the walls. 

The Ohio Senate should not only place into the

Hot Pursuit, the police division's anti-drug band, is 
an integral part of the police's efforts to reach youth on 
the dangers of drugs, The band, started in 1986, has 
taken its anti-drug message to 26 states. 

No one disputes the potential value of the efforts, 
and the positive message the band promotes. How- 
ever, we wonder whether it makes sense to have a 
police. band whose sole duties extend to singing to 
young people 


The chief wishes to have the group disbanded, and 
its members returned to patrol duty. The mayor's com- 
mittee would have the police officers performing other

At issue is the recommendation, by Ohio Senators 
Howard Metzenbaum and John Glenn, of a number of 
nominees for various federal judicial posts. The 
nominees for three vacant federal district court seats 
in northeast Ohio were Cuyahoga Common Pleas 
Court Judges Leslie Ann Wells and Linda Rocker, and 
Cleveland State University law schoo! assistant dean 
Solomon Oliver. And then the fight started. 

Some complained that there were no white males 
in the group. There was a-challenge to the credibility 
of Linda Rocker as a nominee, since she has only been 
a judge for three years and there were other candidates 
with more experience. 

And there were concerns that nominees were 
selected with an eye toward their support of Joel Hyatt 
- Metzenbaum’s son-in-law -- for the senate seat 
which Howard Metzenbaum is expected to surrender 
in 1994, 

Rocker and her husband had, in fact, held a party 
an behaif of Hyatt, although they denied that any funds 
had been raised at the event. 

Among Black officials, there was concern that 
Oliver's selection did not reflect the consensus of 
support among Black political leadership, Cleveland 
Mayor Michael White said that Oliver, while a “well- 
thought-of individual," was not well-known in the Black 
community, “There are African-American in this com- 
munity who ‘have been extremely involved and are 
well-respected and have been involved in the practice 
of law at a higher level than this nominee.” 

The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, the statewide 
organization representing Black elected officials, has 
intervened in the matter, sending a letter to President 
Clinton notifying him that they are submitting a 
separate list of names for consideration for judicial 
posts in Ohio. 

State Rep. Vern Sykes of Akron, BEDO president, 
complained that Black elected officials had not been 
consulted regarding the recommendations, and that 
Senators Glenn and Metzenbaum had forwarded a list

While much-has been written in 
the public print in regard to the so- 
cial-stability or instability in the:city 
of Los Angeles during the recent 
trial of the four police officers that 
were accused of brutally beating 
Rodney King, not that much has 
been written about the life and the 
living conditions of the African 
American community in south 
central Los Angeles’ in particular 
that famous area known as Watts, 

It is also interesting now that much of the media 
attention has moved away from Los Angeles after the 
verdict was rendered with two of the officers being 
found. not-guilty, Yet, some of the fundamental 
can be traced back to the aftermath of the 1965 Watts 
uprising. 

The purpose of this reflection however is to share 
with you some: of the reality of staying in the "Hood" 
during fhat critical week while we waited for the jury to 
announce the verdict, We stayed in Imperial Courts 
and Jordan Downs housing projects in South Central 
Los Angeles. 

There is a racially discriminatory myth and 
stereotype about the character of persons who live in 
Imperial Courts and Jordan Downs. The myth is that 
residents of public housing projects are essentially 
lazy, \nontrustworthy and violence prone. We found 
from firsthand observation that this myth is certainly 
untrue particularly in South Central Los Angeles, 

The truth is we found a profound sense of self- 
reliance, and basic honesty as well as both individual 
and community integrity in the public housing projects 
of Imperial Courts and Jordan Downs located in the 
heart of the "Hood" in the Watts section of South 
Central Los Angeles, We witnessed women, men and 
children with limited financial resources working 
together forthe common good of the community. 

While thousands of soldiers from the California Na- 
tional Guard were in the process of being stationed 
strategically in certain areas of Los Angeles, tens of 
thousands of sister.and brothers were busy attempting 
to improve their overall quality of life, Despite further 
violence, To contrary of the orchestrated public opinion

with which the senators had been concerned. 

Of course, gender and racial diversity could have 
been served by the selection of other candidates | 
some of whom may have been even more qualified. 
than the candidates recommended. And that may rep- 
resent a problem for Clinton and Metzenbaum in 1994. 

lf Metzenbaum goes through with his widely- 
rumored plan to retire, opposition is iow, mounting 
to the selection of his son-in-law as the Democrats’ 
senate nominee. Hyatt has a well-known name, and 
the benefit of millions of dollars of media advertising 
every year for his law centers, 

But his, potential candidacy has also generated 
resentment among a number of Democrats, who have 
charged that father and son-in-law are trying to stron- 
garm the nomination for a candidate who has paid no 
political dues. Already, Cong. Louis Stokes and 
Cleveland Mayor Michael White have rattled sabers 
that they might be running, although White has said 
that he is backing Stokes if he decides to run. 

Critical to the selection of any Democratic nominee 
will be the Black vote, which in a primary could repre- 
sent up to 20 percent or more of the vote. In a hotly 
contested primary, the candidate supported by Blacks 
is likely to be the winner. } 

The fact that the president has been drawn into this_| 
dispute indicates the high level of concern about this | 
issue among Black officials. How it is handled could 
have tremendous implications in 1994 -- and beyond.

No easy answers to Ohio’s day care dilemma

When | became director of the Ohio 
Department of Human Services two 
months ago, hearings on the state 
budget for the next two years were begin

Does being Black really affect 
the quality of health care a person 
receives? 

Atter digesting more than 100 
papers on the .opic published in 
more than 50 medical! journals, re- 
searchers at The Ohio State 
University are no closer to the 
answer 


Researchers began the study 
hoping it would help them better 
understand why Black Americans 
experience nearly 50 percent 
greater mortality rates for cancer, 
heart disease and stroke, cirrhosis, 
diabetes, accidents and homicides 
and.infant moriality than do whites 

But their question remains un- 
answered 


There were few good studies 
and a significant lack of hard data 
on the topic,” says Wilburn Wed- 
dington, M.D., a professor in the 
Department of Family Medicine at 
OSU. He worked on the. project 
with Lawrence L. Gabel, associate 
professor of family médicine; Geor- 
gia M. Peet, former graduate stu- 
dent; and Steven O. Stewart, 
former graduate student 


Dr. Weddington and -his col- 
leagues decided to document their 
findings -- or lack of findings -- as.a 
way of inspiring others to design 
effective studies about Blacks and 


During the month of May, 
Franklin County Children Services 
(FCCS) recognizes the outstand- 
ing work done ‘by the agency's 
more than 500 foster families.

Across the United States, 
child welfare agencies are report- 
ing a decline in the number of 
available foster homes and an in- 
crease in the abuse, neglect and 
abandonment of children; poverty 
homelessness, drug and sub- 
stance abuse are but a few of the 
issues that can result in a child 
needing foster care placement 


To the community's credit, 
FCCS boasts more foster homes 
today than ever in agency history 
But like agencies across the 
country, the number of children 
coming under FCCS' care is out- 
pacing the number of available 
homes. At any given time, as 
many as 5Q to 100 children wait for 
an appropriate foster family. While 
many of the children waiting have 
specialized or treatment needs, 
many have no special needs other 
than the need for .a loving foster 
family

associated with poor health care. 


May designated as 
Foster Care Month 


Foster homes are urgently 
needed for infants and toddlers. 
Surprisingly, babies often wait 
longest for a foster family. Be- 
cause it is difficult: to adopt an in- 
fant, many people assume that 
there are no babies who need 
foster care. There is also.a need 
for foster homes for teenagers 
Few people think of teens when 
they think of children who need 
foster care placement. A loving 
foster family is as crucial for a 
teenager who has been abused or 
neglected as it is for a younger 
child 

Families interested in foster 
care are encouraged to learn 
more about the program. To 
qualify, families must meet basic 
age, income. and health 
guidelines. Foster parents must 
be at least 21 years old, have a 
stable income and be in good 
health. Foster parents can be mar- 
ried or single and don't have to be 
rich or own their own homes 


FCCS reimburses families for 
the cost of having foster children 
in their homes; children's medical 
and dental expense are also 
covered by the agency. All foster 
and adoptive families complete 
the agency’s required preparation 
and training course prior to being 
licensed

Outcome is important, the re- 
searchers said, and studies that 
don't include such data have 
limited value. Without data about 
patient outcome, it's difficult to 
identify factors that affect quality of 
care. And identifying these factors 
is the first step in finding out if being 
Black affects the quality of health 
care 

One major factor that Dr. Wed- 
dington wants to see examined is 
how racial differences between 
physician and patient influences 
outcome. In other words, will a 
patient receive better care if he or 
she goes to a doctor of the same 
race? The researchers believe that 
the rarity of studies on this issue is 
one of the greatest barriers ‘to 
answering the larger question 
about Blacks and quality of care 

In their work, the OSU team 
found evidence that 
physician/patient race differences 
may be influential in regard to out- 
come. Of the studies they 
reviewed, several suggested that 
white psychiatrists were more likely 


“Inamany cases, | think people of

well-designed studies addressing 
this, and related issues about 
health care for Blacks, are rare be- 
cause.of the logistical difficulties 
and high costs involved in im- 
plementing them. For instance,

However, Dr. Weddington 
believes it is possible to overcome 
these obstacles and design effec- 
tive studies. And, he hopes, these 
studies may provide the key to 
changing the disturbing statistics 
about Black Américans’ health

Can an honest exegesis of holy writ 
justify such perversion?

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The farmer, my corn, 
and life in the big city 


“It's all inthe maturation, the stages of 
it." That's what the "growth experts" 
down in my hometown in North Carolina 
used to say. We called our experts 
farmers and they used’ to have this joke 
about corn growing so fast that they could 
hear it from their rocking chairs at night, 
while dipping snuff and drinking ice- 
weakened lemonade 2 

You can well imagine my skepticism 
when the corn | planted in my own little 
plot never. made the slightest grunt, 
whether | prompted it with fertilizer or not 
| remember putting my ear to the ground 
and going so far as to dig up the seeds to 
see if anything audible was associated 
with them 

Well, needless to say, | didn't hear a 
sound, And since no one bothered to tell 
me that | shouldn't take seriously some of 
the tall tales that filled our agrarian air, our 
harmless "growth experts" planted seeds 
deep inside my soul that have often con- 
tributed to my sense of humor 

Now, | laugh at farmer jokes because 
| have found that often the closest voca- 
tion to theirs in “the big city" is politics 

To be quite honest, | don't think any of 
these guys mean to'lead us astray when 
they talk about growth and opportunity. | 
just think they often have such vivid im- 
aginations about what they would like to 
see that they often don't bother to square 
their thinking with reality. 

Yes, the breakdown occurs:in actually 
giving ideas the wings of flight. The other 
breakdown occurs when the real stuff that 
comes out looks. like the snuff the farmer 
chews. Pity the poor fellows! Their inten- 
tions are good 

My interest in ways to make growth 
real pins my attention on small business 
and big government. For just as the roots 
and subroots of the farmer's corn:sustain 
the whole plant above the ground, small 
businesses provide the basis for growth 
in the economy unlike any other facet of 
American economy. 

And maybe that's the rub. During his 
own campaign for-the job, our president 
lambasted his predecessor's "slow 
growth" policies. He spoke about his 
record in Arkansas, a-relatively small 
State that could use new ideas like his 
Once in "the big city," he seems to have 
found all this underbush that’s got to be 
cleared away before he can even plant

Council names 1993 America’s 
Corporate Conscience Awards 


The Council on Economic Priorities 
(CEP), a New York-based non-profit, 
public interest research organization, 
recently named its 1993 Corporate Con- 
science Awards. This year, companies 
were judged on their performance in key 
areas of responsibility such as com- 
munity involvement, equal employment 
opportunity, responsiveness to 
employees, environmental stewardship 
and conversion from a war-time to. a 
peace-time economy. 


CEP nominated seventeen com- 
panies for the annual awards. Nominees 
could have no more than three “Bottom” 
ratings in CEP’s ratings issues, and they 
could not be major weapons manufac- 
turers. 


In the area of equal employment op- 
portunity, three companies scored well: 
Pitney Bowes, Baxter International, and 
CPC International, According to CEP, 
Pitney Bowes has a thorough commit- 
ment to diversity. 


Say the authors of the latest CEP 
Research Report, PITNEY BOWES al- 
ready has excellent representation at the 
top, with three women and two minorities 
on an 11-person board, and a woman 
leading a unit that is responsible for 
about one fifth of Pitney Bowes’ total 
business 

The company has a comprehensive 
set of equal opportunity programs, in- 
cluding the "35-15" program, which links 
managers’ pay and bonuses to the goal 
of new hires being 35 percent female 
and 15 percent minorities. 

Pitney's Corporate Diversity Strategic 
Plan outlines work on issues such as 


management training, mentoring, and 
recruiting. It sets specific measurements 
to evaluate the company's improve- 
ments in hiring and advancing women 
and minorities 


According to the CEP Research 
Report, BAXTER INTERNATIONAL, the 
largest manufacturer of health care 
products in the world, has displayed a 
resolve to improve on its already strong 
record of advancing women and 
minorities. 


Two women and two minorities serve 
on Baxter's 19-person board of directors 
and there are two women and three 
minorities among 26 corporate officers 
At the middle management level, the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission's Officials and Managers 
category, 34 percent are women and 11 
percent minorities 


In 1991, Baxter purchased goods and 
services worth $120 million from 
women- and minority-owned busi- 
nesses 


CPC INTERNATIONAL was the other 
company recognized inthis category. 
CPc is a worldwide consumer foods and 
corn refining company with 115 plants in 
51 countries. Two women and. one 
minority serve on the company’s 11-per- 
son board of directors. 


Twenty-eight percent of officials and 
managers are women and 16 percent 
are. members of minority groups.

Health care costs do affect 
companies’ ability to compete 


(Editor's Note: This article should 
provide our readers with insight into the 
flavor of the national debate on health 
care costs.)

General Motors and the automotive 
industry have been-an important 
source of high quality jobs, and oppor- 
tunities in technology related fields. We 
are concerned that the increasing cost 
of health care is crowding out sales, 
jobs, and investment in the non-health 
care sector of the economy -- which 
includes cars and trucks 

Americans spent 8 percent of our 
gross national product (GNP) on health 
care in 1970. In 1990, it was about 12 
percent. And by the turn of the century, 
it's estimated that 18 percent of our 
national output will go to doctors, 
hospitals, drugs and other health-care 
services 

As a country, we're spending a big- 
ger share on health and a smaller 
share on everything else. Accepting 
the status quo means that an additional 
5 percent of GNP will be devoted to 
health care by the turn of the century. 

Just to give you an idea of what that 
additional 5 percent of GNP spent on 
health care here in the U.S. would 
mean -- it's more than the output of the 
entire automobile industry. An addition- 
al 5 percent of GNP means that spend- 
ing on health care will increase about 
$300 billion. That $300 billion that won't 
be available for housing, computers or 
cars or trucks 

In the automobile industry alone, we 
estimate that a further 5 percent shift in 


spending to the health care sector will 
result in potential loss of sales of more 
than 800,000 cars and trucks annually, 
and a loss of 120,000 jobs. 

The flow of resources to health care 
has some benefits. The health-care 
sector is growing. That's where jobs 
are being created. But, it also means 
that resources aren't flowing to areas 
like manufacturing -- areas I'd argue 
are essential to the health of our 
economy and the improvement of our 
standard of living 

Within the auto industry, health care 
has become a major competitive issue 
Our nation’s health care system stands 
virtually alone among.industrial 
countries in that it discriminates 
against companies with older workers 
and retirees, 

General Motors has been in busi- 
ness over 75 years and is the nation’s 
largest private sector purchaser of 
health care. We provide health care 
coverage to nearly 1.8 million 
employees, retirees and dependents. 
Our more than 380,000 retirees now 
exceed the number of employees ac- 
tively at work; and we provide coverage 
to about one million dependents as 
well 

GM has done well in controlling 
health care costs as other companies, 
working closely with our employees, 
insurance carriers, and providers, but 
overall cost escalation, demographic. 
differences, and cost shifting have far 
outweighed our attempts to control 
costs 

At GM, our current health caré costs 
are about $1,000 per vehicle produced

Property taxes can be tricky, so watch your beans 


If you've Waiched your property taxes 
edge up a bit a year after year, never 
the need for the. increase, 


share of property taxes. 

Mark B. LaPlace, CPA and president 
of the Columbus Chapter of The Ohio 
Society of CPAs recommends that you 
take the time to periodically review your 
property taxes and, if necessary, appeal 
assessments that you think are out of 
line. the end result could be a tax 
ba for Pays to come. 

ROPERTIES ARE AS- 
SESSED 


Your property tax represents the as- 
sessed value of your home multiplied by 
the local tax rate. The tax rate is set by 
law and can't be changed on the basis 
of an individual complaint. However, you 
may be able to lower your property tax 
by questioning the amount of your 
property assessment. 

The assessed value of your home is 
equal to its fair market value as deter- 


, Mined by a municipal assessor--what the 


property would sell. for--multiplied by its 
“assessment ratio"--the percentage of 
fair market value subject to tax. 

In determining the market value of 
your home, some assessors will inspect 


your home inside and out, while others 
get information about it from municipal 
records and rely only on. an outside view 


of the home. In most places, however, 
assessors will consider sale prices of 
recent properties . in determining the 
market value of your home. 

Localities also use different assess- 
ment ratios in computing property tax 
fates, so you need to find out how as- 
sessments are made in your community. 
Some localities use 100 percent of the 
fair market value of your home in cal- 
culating your property tax, while others 
may usé a fraction of.the market value 
in doing the calculation, 

The difference is critical in under- 
standing -your tax rate and determining 
its fainess. For example, if the fair 


market value of your home is $150,000; 
and your tax assessment is based on 80 
pereent.ot- the market 


: value. jhe as- 
sessed value, of.your home should be 


$120,000 

If you discover that your assessed 
value is listed as $140,000, even though 
this is less than the fair market value of 
your home, you are. paying too much in 
property taxes. 

Don't forget that your property taxes 
cover local services, such as the costs 
for operating schools, libraries, police 
stations, and even transportation for the 
elderly.” In some instances, increased 
property taxes may not result from an 
increase in the market Value of your 
home, but rather from increased costs of 
operating local services 

POTENTIAL FOR ERRORS 

The sheer amount of information 
needed to compute your property tax 
creates the potential for errors. there 
may be a simple mathematical error, 
property values may have declined in 
your area, or the assessor may have 
based his computation on incorrect infor- 
mation about your home 

How do you know /f the assessor has 
accurate information about your home? 
Go to your local assessor's office and 


obtain. your property report card. Read 
it carefully. It provides detailed informa-

may add to your home's value. If you 
discover an error ory your property report 
card, you may have a case for appealing 
your property tax 

Also, be aware that you may be en- 
titled to special exemptions, which 
should be reflected in your property tax 
calculations. For example, in some 
communities, veterans, elderly or blind 
people, and people with low incomes 
may be entitled to a tax break 

MAKING AN APPEAL 

In making an appeal, it's up to you to 
prove that your home's assessment is 
incorrect. This means gathering the 
evidence you need to support your argu- 
ment, If you can show that there is a 
mathematical error in your property tax 
calculation or a factual error on your 
property, such.as. listing your one-story 
home as a two-story residence, you may 
be able to have your assessment 
lowered in an informal talk with the as- 
sessor
